There is attached a telegram from Edward Kirby, publicity 
man for william F. Broidy Company, which was received on the morming 
of February 5« As I mentioned in' my memorandum of Febrnaary $ $ I had 
Crosby call Kirby and advise him of current developments. Crosby told 
Kirby that it was apparent that somebody in Kirby *s organization had 
gone off without full facts and was making misrepresentations which 
would be made the subject matter of a protest direct to Mr. Broidy. 

In connection with the specific proposal here made for an 
appointment for Broidy and Crawford with the Direetor and further 
conferences, Crosby told Colonel Kirby that nothing would be 
accomplished hy this as there w s no possibility that a commitment 
could be made by the Pureau. Colonel Kirby said that it sounded to 
him as if the Bureau were cold toward Broidy 1 s proposition and Crosby 
told him it eould not be colder. Colonel Kirby said he certainly' 
understand the Bureau 1 s position and felt very bad about Mr. Clegg. 
He said it Is perfec tly ' clear to him that a misrepresentation' has been 
made concerning Mr. Clegg, and his relationship with Mr. Clegg is a 
personal one based upon a friendship between Mr. Clegg and Kirb7 ! s 
father-in-law. Crosby told Colonel Kirby he would have to work this 
out with Mr.- Clegg from whom he woilild undoubtedly hear within the 
near future. 

There is no misunderstanding in Kirby 1 s* mind at any rate 
as to where the Bureau stands on the various Broidy propositions.

Ret Credit toward Adranced Degrees for FBI Training by 
The George Washington Unirersity

I talked quite a while with President Marvin of The George Washington 
University when recently in Washington, during which time the subject of 
credit toward an adranced degree for FBI training arose* I Mentioned the 
matter briefly to Mr* Tolson, and intended to go into detail with Mr* Harbo. 
Mr* Harbo became ill and I did not get a further opportunity to talk with 
him. President Marvin stated that although some disappointment had been 
expressed about tto fact that only 88 agents indicated an interest in 
pursuing ^his mat&r further, he would still liles to make a success of this 
project* ^ He has j£h mind the eventual expansion of this idea into a program 
of direct service to the entire federal government by The George Washington 
University. He felt that they were fortunate la being able to have a "pilot" 
test with FBI ageftts. With this ultimate plan of President Marvin* I feel 
sure th*t he is fjjill interested to the point of enthusiasm in having the 
program 30 throujp. Having talked with Mr. Harbo by telephone some weeks 
ago and £earning*3£e Bureau's current attitude* I suggested to President 
Marvin: ~ 

(1) They proceed with one or two saninars of the type planned* and if 
they are successful the agents who attended would automatically becoae 
salesmen for the program in their respective field offices. Particularly

He made reference to the fact former Assistant 
Director Hugh H# Clegg had been considering accepting the post of 
Commissioner, of Police to be established in Houston in the near 
future ty Mayor Roy Hofheinz of that ci;fcy. 

Burton said he had just learned from former fiAC Lorton that 
Mr. Clegg* who was" in Houston last Thursday and Friday conferring on 
the matter, had turned down the job. Clegg in a letter to Lor ton stated 
he had so informed Mayor Hofheinz giving as his reason his Mississippi 
Commitments* 

Burton said the City Council and Mayor Hofheinz counted 
heavily on Mr.. Clegg f s acceptance of the post and now do not know what 
to do* Burton pointed out that by law, the chief of Police in 
Houston must have served in law enforcement work in T^xas five years 
prior to appointment. City authorities are attempting to circumvent 
this law by appointing a high calider individual well grounded in law 
enforcement to head up public safety. Some newly appointed Chief 
would serve under him. 

Burton said he would keep the Bureau advised of developments.

Reference is made to my memorandum of January 31, 1955, 
to you captioned as above in which it was recommended and approved 
that a letter go forward to the Civil Service Commission requesting 
formal advice from that agency to the effect that the employment of 
an annuitant as an: expert or consultant upon a n fee basis" would not 
constitute such person- as an officer or employee and thus, would 
have no effect upon the annuity currently being received. A letter 
dated January 31, 1955, went forward to the Retirement Division of 
the Civil Service Commission. 

By letter dated February 4, 1955, from Andrew E. Ruddock, 
Chief, Retirement Divisi on, Civil Service Commission, a reply was made 
of our letter of January 31, 1955, confirming previous oral advice to 
the effect that employment of an annuitant as an expert or consultant 
by contract or -otherwise upon a "fee basis" would not constitute 
such person^as an officer or employee® would have no effect upon his 
annuity. The letter further states that the question as to qualifi- 
cations of such consultant or expert is for determination by the FBI. 

Accordingly > it would be possible to engage former Assis tant 
Director Clegg to make specialised lecture appearances on a "fee basis" 
without affecting his' present annuity. Further, under authorisation

Upon receipt of the dt^ached communication from the Training 
and Inspection Division, the writer telephonically contacted Mr. 
A. Am Peter, one of the Assistant General Counsels of the General 
Accounting Office s and read him the pertinent portion of this 
. communication to make certain that there was no language contained 
therein that would adversely affect Mr. Clegg' s present annuity. 
Mr. Peter stated that the language sounded satisfactory to him since 
it was in line with what I had previously discussed with him on 
this subject.

Dr. Gigerich advised he was in Washington for a day or 
two en route to a meeting of the Association in Detroit and, 
among other things, there is to be a discussion concerning 
the designation of a successor to Dr. Stickle as Executive 
Secretary of the Association, who died.

The annual convention of the above organization was held 
at Jackson, Mississippi on August 31, September 1 and 2, 1955. Ap- 
proximately 250 members of tjgs organization attended the convention. 

In his welcoming address, the Honorable CHALMERS W. ALEX- 
ANDER, City Commissioner at Jackson, Mississippi, while speaking 
of the development of law enforcement, referred to the Director as 
the greatest law-enforcement off i«*r of our tints. He made other 
complimentary remarks concerning fhe work of the FBI. Mr. ALEXANDER 
resides at 927 Poplar Boulevard, Jackson, Mississippi. ... 

On September 1, l£55, the Honorable HUGH H. CLEGG, former 
Assistant Director, in his opening remarks, referred to twenty-seven 
years of service with the F% and stated that he felt free to speak 
concerning Mr. HOOVER and the personnel of the Bureau. He described 
Mr. HOOVER as "a guiding genius" and personally responsible for the 
success of the FBI, He advised that Mr. HOOVER'S formula of care- 
ful selection of personnel, proper training of personnel, together 
with wise and proper guidance by the Director, attributed to the 
high degree of success and efficiency of the Bureau. His praise of 
the Director and personnel of the FBI was prefaced by the statement 
that he could now speak fr«*ly of the FBI without giving the appear- 
soice of boasting.

For your information and assistance in connection with 
your forthcoming conference with the Vice President, the following 
is set forth : // / 

1. There is attached a thumbnail sketch of the 
individuals who are being considered for the Commission which names 
came to me from either Rogers or Nixon himself. We have prepared 
individual summaries on each and then for the Director's con- 
venience, these have been condensed and synopsized in the attached 
thumbnail. 

2. In connection with the staff, the Vice President 
has informed me that Loyd Wright, the President of the American 
Bar Association, will undoubtedly become the dominant figure on 
the Commission and no doubt will be elected Chairman and 
Wright has agreed with Nixon that he will appoint whoever is de- 
sired as Counsel and Director of the staff. 

The following suggestions are submitted for General 
Counsil. Thumbnail sketches are attached on McGranery and Jones: 

1. James P. McGranery. In the event Jim McGranery 
is not appointed to the Commission, I think it would be an 
exceedingly smart move for him to be appointed as General Counsel. 
McGranery has the stature, he is a Democrat, he has been well 
indoctrinated on security matters and would probably do an out- 
standing job. 

2. Former Congressman (R) Robert F. Jones of Ohio, 
served on the Federal Communications Commission from 19^7 to 1952, 
now practices law in Washington, is very friendly. I think he 
would be well disposed for security problems. 

3. Ross Malone, former Deputy Attorney General of the 
Department, a member of the House of Governors of the American 
Bar Association, might likewise be considered. Malone would do 

a professional job and we know of his sympathies toward security 
problems .

Hs wanted to alert us to the fact that in his opinion, much of the criticism -ujQtifc 
■fc— ualng from the Poplarville matter is based upon the hot gubernatorial p^f!* 
race coming up in Mississippi. He stated that Boy<ffco*ding, t he State //^^ / ^ 
Auditor had popped off concerning the Bureau's handling of the Poplarville / ^ 
cjuWtdkI that Golding is one of the leaders of the political group opposing 
Governor Coleman. Coleman is favorixlg the Lieutenant Governor whose 
name is Carroll Garten (phonetic). Golding and his grotp represent a harwm- 
scartrm type of political body and will do anything to embarrass the Governor. 
They are taking advantage of Governor Coleman's statements praising the 
FBI. Clegg feels the Bureau is being made a political football. 

Clegg made reference to former Special Agent Zack Van 
Landingham. He stated that Van Landingham had been very courageous in 
standing up at a civic event on 5/18/59 and defending the Bureau. I told 
Clegg that we had heard of this, that the Director was most appreciative of 
Van Landingham 1 s actions. 

A group of former Agents in Clegg' s hometown are attempting 
to organize a chapter of the Former Agents Society. They had a meeting 

15/19/59 for this purpose. Clegg stated that of the twenty men who attended 
the meeting, a number were politicians. Considerable discussion ensued 
and the tenure of the discussiom was that no attempt should be made to 
permanently organize a chapter of this society until the Poplarville matter 
had been settled.

In a recent conversation with SAC Moore, Jackson, Mr* 
Hugh H.^legg, former FBI Assistant Director and currently Administrative 
Assistant to Chancellor Williams, University of Mississippi, passed on a 
suggestion by Chancellor Williams that the FBI consider giving training to 
college and university security officers, either at a centralized location in 
Washington, D. C. , or regionally throughout the country, depending on 
interest and need. During the Spring Festival at the University of Mississ- 
ippi, a mixed group from Tougaloo College, Jackson, allegedly set off a 
demonstration which resulted in the destruction of a personally-owned 
automobile and much confusion 0 Incident allegedly was instigated by a 
couple of radicals from the Memphis area who came to Ole Miss and agitated 
the students into demonstrating. Mr. Clegg stated their security officer, 
Colonel Stewart (U. So Army-Retired), felt the need for additional education 
in dealing with right-and left-wing groups on college campuses. Mr 0 Clegg 
pointed out most college campuses today have right-and left-wing student 
groups, as well as conservative and liberal professors, many of whom are 
immature in the political field. Suggested training should concern how to 
deal with both types, mob and riot control, and other factors pertinent to 
contemplated future student demonstrations. 

In a few approved instances (Universities of California, 
Illinois, and Virginia), we have extended some training assistance to the 
campus police, upon request, as those officers were paid with State funds, 
were considered law enforcement officers by State law, and were very 
cooperative with our personnel during campus investigations. Training 
assistance extended involved only basic law enforcement principles.

1) Although campus police may enjoy the status of law 
enforcement officers in some states, they still are under the control and 
domination of the administering body of the institution of higher learning 
and are guided more by the mandates of that body than by municipal 
ordinances or State laws. Regardless of proper policing procedures required 
by the occasion, they must follow the policies and instructions of the college 
administrators. 

2) Such a training program could not be confined to State 
colleges and universities without rejecting requests from private schools, 
thereby probably hurting their feelings. 

It is believed we should instruct SAC, Jackson, to tactfully 
explain to Mr. Clegg that our investigative and police training commitments 
will not permit the Bureau to undertake the training of campus police or 
security officers as recommended* There appears to be no objection to the 
Ole Miss security officer, Colonel Stewart, attending police training schools 
in his area, including those on mob and riot control.

As the Director is aware, the Federal Government has pending action 
against Governor Ross Barnett of Mississippi for his part in the original refusal 
of University of Mississippi officials to admit a colored student for the first time 
to that University. All forms of news media have been full of the situation at 
Mississippi in the past three weeks wherein the Federal Government found it 
necessary to send in U. S. Marshals and U. S. Army troops in an effort to 
control the situation. 

Mr. Hugh Clegg, former Assistant Director of the Training and Inspection 
Division, prior to his retirement on January 31, 1954, has appeared as a guest 
lecturer before several sessions of the FBI National Academy since his retirement 
to discuss the subject "Gaining Support for Law Enforcement. " On Monday, October 1, | 
1962, Senator Eastland (D.) Mississippi, spoke concerning the situation at the 
University of Mississippi." He pointed out that he had a "statement from the board of 
trustees, institutions of higher learning in Mississippi and from certain university 
officials in the State. It was compiled by Mr. Hugh Clegg, who was formerly with 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and is now administrative assistant to the - 
chancellor of the University of Mississippi." Mr. Eastland included the text of the/ jj 
statement. The statement recommended "that the entire Mississippi delegation cifj^ 
Congressmen be invited to come to the campus to investigate the action of the 
representatives of the Department of Justice, including U. S. marshals and attorneys 
of the Department, and their incompetency and unjustified action which led to and 
provoked this action on the campus." 

Mr. Clegg has accepted an invitation to appear before the 70th Session of 
the National Academy on Tuesday, October 30, 1962, from 9:00 - 11:00 a.m. to 
lecture on the above-mentioned subject. Since the action against the Governor of 
Mississippi which may possibly involve the University further is still pending, it 
is felt that it would be better if Mr. Clegg did not appear as previously scheduled 
before this session of the National Academy. It will, therefore, be recommended 
that SAC, Memphis contact Mr. Clegg and point outC&nim the Inadvisability of his 
appearing before the National Academy at, this time. Attached is a letter to SAC, 
Memphis to accomplish this.

In my memorandum of October 15, 1962, it was pointed out that 
Mr, Hugh Clegg, former Assistant Director of the Training and Inspection Division, 
has accepted an invitation to appear before the 70th Session of the National Academy 
on Tuesday, October 30, 1962, as a lecturer. It was recommended that the SAC at 
Memphis be advised to confer with Mr. Clegg and point out the inadvisability of his 
appearing before the 70th Session of the National Academy. You recommended we 
take no action stating "I am sure Mr 0 Clegg won't come if doing so would embarrass 
the Bureau, " with which the Director concurred. M s 

On the afternoon of October 20, 1962, SAC Karl Dissly of the Memphis 
Office advised Chief Inspector J. J 0 Casper he had received a telephone call from 
Mr. Clegg inquiring as to whether the Bureau thought he ought to handle the forth- 
coming lecture before the National Academy. Mr. Clegg said that he was looking 
forward to coming back and seeing his associates but in view of the problems at the 
University of Mississippi, he was desirous of determining the Bureau 1 s attitude on 
this matter. SAC Dissly stated that there was no question as to the loyalty of Mr. 
Clegg to the Bureau but that Mr. Clegg has undergone quite a bit of emotional strain j 
during the University of Mississippi integration problem and he has noted indications 
of possible instability on the part of Mr. Clegg during this problem. He stated that 
Mr. Clegg has-been referred to by Deputy Attorney General Katzenbach as "carrying ; 
water on both shoulders. " Dissly explained this by stating that in closed meetings 
with department officials Clegg would be cooperative and helpful but that before the \ 
public he would take a firm and outspoken stand with the University. SAC Dissly 
stated that he personally felt it would be better if Mr. Clegg did not make this 
appearance. Mr. Dissly indicated that Mr. Clegg did not want to bother the Director ; 
or Mr. Tolsbn with this matter but would like to have Mr. Mohr's views concerning 
his appe&y.ance> He, said that if the; Bureau told him they would leave the decision 
|up to him that He was not going to come. Mr. Dissly said that Mr. Clegg had 
requested a telephone reply today (10/20/62). ^bld Mr. Dissly that Mr. Mohr 
was out of the city and he* should so inform Mr. Clegg but that a reply would be 
obtained as soon- as possible and made available to him.

OBSERVATIONS: 

It would appear that Mr. Clegg now feels that if he were to make 
this appearance, there is a possibility that he would embarrass the Bureau. In 
view of the observations of SAC Dissly relative to Mr. Clegg 1 s role in the integration 
problem at the University of Mississippi, Inspector J. J. Casper discussed the action 
to be taken with Assistant Director DeLoach, who was acting in the absence of 
Mr. Mohr. In accordance with Mr. Mohr f s previous recommendation which was 
japproved by the Director, SAC Dissly was instructed to advise Mr. Clegg that we 
(are leaving the decision as to whether or not he should appear up to him. In view 
of Mr. Clegg 1 s observations, it is anticipated that he will not appear as scheduled.

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TIE ORIGIN OF THE FBI ACADEMY 

This is th* story of the beginning of the FBI Academy. The 
FBI Hatiof.nl Academy (FBIKA)— frequently called "The Vest Point of Lav 
Srforceraeirfc' 1 — ir» an integral part of the FBI Academy, the training and 
educational operation of the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

In the late spring of 193^ Director J ♦ Sdgar Hoover called 
one of hi 3 Assistant Dixx-ctcrs to his office and assigned him the 
function of organising and operating the educational and training 
activities of the FBI., The man selected had just completed work on two 
interesting assignments! The coordination of all efforts in tho investi- 
gation of tv.o kidnapings, and the location and apprehension of John 
Dillinger and his? gang. The kidnap victims were a Kr# Broker and, in a - 
separate ca^ f a Kr, Haasa— both of Minneapolis* The Dillin^er group 
operated ever a wide area; however , rrany .leads indicated their frequence 
in and arnund St* Paul and Minneapolis* So the Assistant Director was 
stationed temporarily at the FBI 1 3 St« Pawl office, 

This assignment was interrupted when Mr. Hoover informd tlifl 
Assistant Biwctoar he was ranted in Washington as soon as possible by the 
Attorney General, Mr, Kcfoer Cumins, to accompany him aiid his entourage on 




a mission lasting 6 rooks for the acquisition of land to enlarge Pearl 
Harbor, the inspection of Federal prisons at Leavenworth r McNeil Island* 
and Alcatra? and of Ke&srel lands and national parks in Hawaii, and 
visits to Glacier National Park and Yellowstone National Park* 

Alcatras vras not yet inhabited by prisoners "but was ready . 
While en route "by ship to Hawaii the Attorney General received a radio 
message from the warden of Alcatraz to the effect "All furniture had 
been received and noil* vaa broker/' indicating the convicts froa Atlanta 
prison had arrived without any escaping* This contingent included 
AX Capone. 

There **ere eight in the Attorney General * s party. The first 
destination after leaving Washington was Chicago, vhere a large nuaber of 
photographers and reporters met the train t John Dillinger had been killed 
by FBI agents the previous evening* 

After this trip with the Attorney General caiae the assignment 
for the educational and training responsibilities by rb.\ Hoover, 

In 192^ Mr* Hoover— while still in his twenties— had been 
designated Director of tha FBI* Frew tiiss to time there had been classroom 
training fox special agents in the organization, A fen groups were 
reported to have attended classes in Hew York City i;here the courses, 
conducted by selected FBI officials, were largely inspirational but 
"shadowing" a suspect was included in the schedule. Other reports :;ere 
that a brief series of classes had been held in Chicago. Another more 
formal program was initiated in the Washington Field Office under the 
direction of the special agent in charge (SAC) of that office- who taught 
groups of newly appointed special agents throughout the day. In late 
afternoon and early evening he conferred with his staff, reviewed reports, 
and prepared for the following day's classes. At that time the Washington 
Field Office handled all FBI investigations in Maryland, Delaware, Virginia, 
aud the District of Columbia. Special agents in the entire United States 
then numbered about thr*e hundred. Obviously such a burdensome arrangement 
could net continue indefinitely so it was ti?*% as director Hoover recognized, 
for a Jijore effective educational program • 
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In 193*f the fixed responsibilities for training began. Classes 
for newly appointed special agents ranged in si sot from 20 to 50 iaen with 
the instruction provided largely by the Assistant Director , aided by an 
outstanding staff of supervisors who lectured on the specialised aspects 
of FBI work which they supervised and coordinated on a nationwide basis 
by reviewing reports received from FBI field offices throughout the nation. 
These 'supervisors, experienced special agents «ho had excelled in their 
field work, taught such specialised matters as bankruptcy violations, 
fingerprint identification* antitrust violations, expert accounting 
asatters, technical laboratory aids, fugitive investigations , and firearms 
training on the range ♦ 

The usual outline for teaching how to investigate specific or 
alleged violations of th« various federal laws was as follows i an analysis 
of the applicable federal law* the essential elements of fact required to 
establish a violation, court decisions pertaining to the law, the 
professional ethics involved, investigatory procedures and practices, 
previous fiu^cesses of cn outstanding nature, analysis of mistakes? to be 
avoided, relationship with the U 0 S, district attorney, Department of Justice 
instructions and directions, evidence p testimony, and the distribution of 
written reports. 

It should be remembered the FBI was established in 1908 but 
Mr. Hoover did not become Director until 192** « At the beginning 
employees had no power of arrest and no authority to carry firearms* These 
authorizations came by congressional action in 1932 during the Franklin D, 
Roosevelt administration while Homer Cummings was AttoxTiey General. All 
decisions as to prosecution or nonprosecution were, and ar«, made by the 
local U.S* attorney or by Department of Justice officials in Washington* 
Several types of investigations could not even be instituted unless 
instructions to do so came from the Attorney General or an assistant 
attorney general. This applied to antitrust matters, civil rights and 
domestic violence inquiries, investigations of applicants for responsible 
government positions, investigations of alleged violations by govern ma at 
employees in various departments, and certain other inquiries. 




tihen firearms instruction first Has authorised in 1932 % this 
training was given at Fort Meade, Maryland e at Cs.rap Ritchie (now the 
presidential retreat called Camp David , formerly Shangri-la)? later it was 
given at Quaiitlco, Virginia.! about 40 miles south of Washington, courtesy 
of the Marine Corps* 

The instructions given by the highly content supervisory staff, 
permitted some breathing tifoe for the Assistant Director and for research 
and improvement in the educational pi^ograms* At first, classes for new 
special agents ran 5 weeks. As new laws were passed and new responsibilities 
were placed on the FBI by Congress* the courses i*ure expanded to 6 weeks t 10 
12 weeks, and then to l6 weeks- 

Soon after Mr. Hoover was ifiade Director of the FBI it was decided 
a degree in law or in accounting was a prerequisite to appointment as a 
special agent. After appointment fr they received indoctrination prior to 
being assigned to field offices* It thus became necessary for the training 
of tho special agents in charge to be upgraded. Conferences for these SAGs 
had been held irregularly and* at times, informally F but now snore training 
Has to be given to them and subsequent SAG schools usually lasted about a waek. 
There was also a series of assistant SAC schools. The necessity for these 
program may be illustrated: A young law- trained special agent isas chastised 
by a rather competent SAC inherited by Hr* Hoover because the special agent 
had attended a tl.S* eoimuiss loner f s hearing when a defendant arraigned* 
At the request of the U.S. attorney, the same special ageni, had testified in the 
same case before a U.S* grand jury* The SAG thought that both efforts 
constituted an unnecessary duplication. It Has not. 

Hew clerical employees, frequently appointed in groups, wars 
provided orientation courses and then reported to the various divisions 
of the Bureau for on-the-job training* 

The chief clerical employee of each field office was brought to 
Washington for training and coordination purpose; & on irregular occasion^ 

A few inspectors vere designated by the Director to "inspect" 
or conduct "administrative audits" of the various field offices and the 
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divisions in Washington, Their most enjoyable* effort vias in finding 
qualified personnel for promotion and training for greater lesponsibility* 
They sought to bring about greater efficiency and economy in all operations 
and to make certain that correct f logical, and ethical investigations vjere 
being riiado. 

In the early days of Vorld «ar II total enrollment in the various 
classes held in Washington frequently exceeded one thousand and occasionally 
reached twelve hundred* Increased responsibility in both the criminal and 
the intelligence fields on orders of the President and as required by legis- 
lation passed by Congress caused an increase in personnel. There rare as 
fliatty &a 16 classes of newly appointed special agents in session at the? same 
tS.i»« each class lasting 16 Keeks* One class vrould complete its training on 
osxh Saturday and a ne* class of at least 50 new special agents would report 
tor: indoctrination tha following Monday, 

The FBI ifaR givsrr intelligence responsibility throughout the 
tfestem Kon&isphare during World II, A highly qualified FBI official who 
had e&rlitrf: taught English in Spanish speaking areas and Spanish in the 
United States conducted classes in Spanish and Portuguese , 

Kithin the framework of the FBI Academy there »ertt also in-service 
courts for experienced special agents to acquaint them with new laws, new 
court decision?*, now investigative methods, and the necessity of avoiding 
errors * 

There were courses in scientific and technical methods, and 
specialised courses .lor kidnaping squad members , for firearms instructors, 
and for instructors who helped handle teaching assignments in the field. 
Also, quarterly conferences of officials and supervisors at the seat of 
SOYsxttraent Tiers provided as was firearrcs training for all officials and supervisors. 
The clerical employees of each division attended regular training conferences. 

Increased uiphasis on training began to pay dividends; United States 
attorneys begin to notice improvement in the preparation cf cases, To wret 
the needs of each judicial district, regular training conferences were held 
legally for the special agents so that emphasis could bs placed on local 
problems. Also monthly there was provided firearms training for the special 
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agents assigned to each field office at some fi rearms range near that office* 

Some of the training in the various courses was designed to lead 
to the correction of human errors discovered "by the* inspectors who had as 
assistants in the more routine inspection duties some younger special 
agents who wer* shoeing exceptional progress. Training for these young 
aides was necessary ♦ The relationship betneen the inspector's findings and 
the subject matter of courses teas quite close and it was logical that these 
tw phases of FBI operations be brought together in one division. Thus 
"Training and Inspection Division 11 became, the official, title of the division 
having responsibility for all training and inspection activities within the 
FBI* The above-mentioned Assistant Director ™*s in charge. He had, some 
years before, bee?* in charge of the Washington Field Office and had served 
in the dual capacity of SAC and instructor of new special agents. 

Socn after being appointed Director by the great Harlan Fiske Stone, 
Attorney General and later Chief Justice of the U<S C Supreme Court, Mr. Hoover 
called five experienced special agents in charge into conference at FBI 
headquarters in Washington and assigned them the task of preparing a manual 
of rules and regulations to apply uniformly throughout the FBI, The 
previously mentioned Assistant Director, then a supervisor, was requested to 
attend their meetings whenever time permitted* The group met day after day, 
also at night, and a pocket-sized publication containing their encoded 
experience and research became the first manual issued by the Bureau ♦ After a 
brief interlude the Director, who often said, "'Ihore is no corner on the 
brain market," sent a letter to all employees asking for suggestions and 
ideas . Frequently a relatively new clerical employee submitted a suggestion- 
later adopted—- vrhich contributed to economy or efficiency, or both. 

By the same method of employee conferences, a manual of instructions 
«as developed which served as a guide and textbook on handling investigations 
of scores of federal laws. In all instances, the rules, regulations, and 
instructions of the FBI uere originated by the employees. It was a matter 
of employees laying down the standards for e&;plo3 F eesc In later years the 
mamtalfc consisted of several volumes. 

Each year all employees of all ranks received a letter from the 
Director inviting suggestions- This resulted in hundreds of responses uiich 
Here reviewed and researched by the Training and Inspection Division befoxt* 
being brought before the Executives Conference (made up o£ all division 




heads) for consideration. Advantages and disadvantages of the suggestions 
uere discussed and a vote vas then taken* Mors frequently this waa unanimous j 
at times there was a division of opinion. In any event a raemoranduiri ?r&& 
prepared on each suggestion listing its advantages* disadvantages, and results 
of the vote, wi>ich would then be sent to the Director for approval or 
disapproval* When an employee aiade a suggestion in writing, Mr. Hoover 
believed it should be favorably considered unless the Executives Conference 
assumed the buxden of proof to the contrary p He also was adamant in his 
frequent urging of all officials and supervisors to look for opportunities to 
commend employees for outstanding and meritorious work* He required that 
employees who had made suggestions be thanked, informed if their ideas had bo en 
adopted, and, if not P told the reasons why. All mail went out over Mr« Hoover f s 
Gig-nature and letters having to do with suggestions for improvement of the 
service were handled by the Training and Inspection Division. 

The beginning of the FBI National Academy 

Because of the increased educational qualifications required and 
the increased emphasis on training, local, county, and state police agencies took 
notice of the increased efficiency of the special agents. There were 
recommendations and resolutions at some national conferences on crime 
problems— but without resultant discussions within the FBI— that FBI 
training be provided to law enforcement officers. 

On July 9, 1935 P Director Hoover addressed the assembled members 
of the International Association of Chiefs of Police (lAGP) at their annual 
conference in Atlantic City* New Jersey. Afterwards the police training 
ccmnlttee of the IACP P including the president of the association as an 
ex-offlcio member of the committee, met with Mr. Hoover. The committee 
rceinbers werei Peter J. Siccaxdl, chief of police, Hacfcensack, Mew Jersey; 
Edward J. Kelley, chief of the Rhode Island State Police and former chief of 
police, Providence, Rhode Island; John L. Sullivan, chief of police, Pit infield, 
NacsachuoettSf and Andrew J. Kavanaugh, superintendent of police at Hochester, 
New York, later at Miami, Florida, and subsequently at Wilmington, Delaware,

The president of the association bad called attention to the need for 
training in his opening address. 

These members urged Kr* Hoover to provide training for 
select and worthy policemen; the training to be an appropriate 
modification of the training provided for the special agents of the FBI . 
This dialog produced action. It was fron an official law enforcement 
source • 

Kir. Hoover returned to Washington, called for the Assistant 
Director of the Training and Inspection Division, discussed the request 
"briefly, and asked for a quick call to several SACs for their opinion 
due: to their close relationship with local police agencies* They Here 
requested to contact some local police executives for their views. 
Within a matter of hours reports-— unanimously favorable— cane back 5 
whereupon the Assistant Director uas instructed to organise the police school 
prepare a detailed curriculum* select and assign a faculty from the 
supervisory staff of the FBI, and select and recruit an outstanding group 
to serve as a visiting faculty from the xanks of universities, police 
agencies f and other sources » All of this planning to "be accomplished 
Including the selection and investigation of, and invitation to P students— 
and Hr* Hoover* s final approval of all phases— within that same month* 
July 1935. 

The Assistant Director assembled available resource data, 
caught a fast train to New York, then on to Boston, Hew Haven, Princeton, 
Chicago* Milwaukee , Detroit, and Cincinnati to obtain the "visiting; faculty 11 
for the school for police officers. 

His first visit v>as with Mr. C« Bruce Smith, director * Institute 
of Public Administration, New York City, author of the authorite*tJ.?e took on 
police administration and director of sever?*! police department gurve|y&.,. 
who agreed to lecture on the subject* "Police Administration and.O^iii^aticn/ 
Due to his vide acquaintance aith the field, Mr* Smith * s reccj^ndations for 
some other instructors ware obtained* Among those add'^d to the visiting 
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faculty, frequently folio-wring personal contact and agreement on the subject 

matter, were the following!

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There were others—considered a reservoir of visiting faculty 
members — still others were added as time Kent by and the need arose. There 
were experienced law enforcement officers v?hose teaching was valuable j the 
regular FBI Academy staff and the supervisory staff made most important 
contributions* 

The courses were grouped into the following headings* Scientific 
and Technicals Statistics, Records, and Report Writing; Investigations, 
Enforces! z;it< and Regulatory Procedures; Tests and Practical Experiences; 
Administration and Organization; and Ethics and Conduct. 

The purposes and objectives of the program were to train 
experienced police officers to be police executives and police instructors so 
that officers throughout the country could be upgraded in their own depart- 
ments ♦ The name of the police schoolman important part of the FBI Academy — 
originally wa3 The FB I National Police Academy t But, after a few sessions < 
because there were sheriffs, State highway patrolmen, town marshals, 
representatives from Scotland Yard and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police* 
officers from Egypt, Nationalist China, South Korea and Mexico, and officers 
with various titles, the name k&s changed to the FBI Nat ion al Academy. 

Visiting instructors from out of town (Washington, D.C*) were 
paid actual expenses to participate in the program, but with no honoraria. 
Students were assessed no charge and were fu mi shed ammunition needed on 
the ranges and school supplies, including portable typewriters on loan* 

The first class, assembled on July 29? 1935* consisted of 23 
select students representing the same number of police agencies. The 
students had been investigated, approved, and invited by the FBI* Two 
experienced special agents were assigned to the class as counselors to 
assist the officers in preparing their notebooks, in using the typewriters s 
and in handling local problems that might arise • They served also as tutors* 
ki the beginning of each session, the required typing of notes caused the 
students to labor in their rooras until early morning. Notebooks were 
checked frequently by the counselors and monthly by the training staff* 
Outstanding work was reported to the Director who, after examining the 
notebook, would write the student a letter of commendation* 
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The opening of the first several sessions ua& attended by the 
Attorney General* the four jne-sabera of the advisory committee # and Mr. 
Hoover t each of Khojn addressed the class.

As a rule s the law enforcement agency paid the expenses p travel, food 
and lodging of its representative. Too often this Has not the case; 
sacrifices Here wado by soae. Typical of the eagerness and desire for 
training, one officer lived ou a budget of 35 cents psr day for his meals* 
He would go off by hinself to have his food and was dubbed a "loner t 11 
But he was embarrassed v ate alone, and lost ^6 pounds in order to attend 
the academy* One officer t with a splendid record in school f took 
photographs with his inexpensive camera, and sold them to his classmates. 
There were instances when officers mortgaged their homes and autos to get 
enough money to pay living expenses ♦ Wives and children back hone raade 
sacrifices to let their loved ones participate in the program of training. 

[hiring the opening session, one of the students had the title 
.of criminologist. One day the lesson concerned the subject of interviews; 
the Assistant Director emphasized the need to encourage good will and a 
desire to cooperate. This vas stressed repeatedly* Then the instructor, 
using the naise of John Doe, played. the part of the suspect. After the 
rights were read, the criminologist was asked to interview the suspect. 
He cans forward confidently, exhibited his credentials, and identified 
himself quite properly. 

Criminologist i "Is your name John Doe?" 

Suspect? "Hell, no! 11 

Criminologists "You are a d-~- liar, 1? 
The students roared with laughter^ the point was Trade. Fron then on there 
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was a re&dlness to learn. The need for training was established , 

At .firsts enrollment in each session was limited to hO t plus 
two councilors . It grew to 50, 60 ? then 100. The courses continued for 
12 weeks. As the graduates returned to their departments and assumed their 
ire&pcnsibllities, demand for training increased* Originally three sessions 
were held each year; later this number was reduced to two per year, Kith a 
corresponding increase in enrollment per session* 

Graduation ^lercises* marking the conclusion of each session * 
wera held at first in the Great Hail of the Justice Department Building. 
The L\S. Marine Corps Band played. Speakers , allocated 15 minutes each, 
included, one government official (usually of Cabinet rank) and one speaker 
not in govern merit service* The invocation and benediction were pronounced 
by a not*d minister, priest p or rabbit Just before the diplomas were 
delivered, the Assistant Director would present Mr. Hoover with these 
words t "Ladies and gentlemen* Our Director/ 1 Many students, their wives 
and their superior officers in attendance at the graduation reported that 
with this introduction they felt they rare a part of the FBI, and they 
carried this feeling back home with theau Tears of emotion were often seen. 

Originally , the classes were held in Classroom #1 on the fifth 
.floor of the Justice Department Building where 100 was the normal seating 
capacity. Later as i.iany as six classrooms were available in that building 
for all types of educational programs* The trial by military tribunal of 
the German saboteurs, apprehended as they landed cn a beach of Long Island 
during World War II, occurred in Classroom #1, A plaque noting the facts 
of the trial now hangs on its Kail* 

An FBI training building was cons true ted— wi th five classrooms., 
gyss» dining room and kitchen, araory, and indoor range— on a principal 
thorougfrfhra on ths Quantico Marine Base.. Firearms ranges* built especially 
for the PHI Academy, were nearby on the base. An indoor range, a sell- 
equipped {p/iii r and the FBI Technical Laboratory in the Justice Department 
Building wars utilised for training purposes*. In the Fingerprint 
Identification Building there was space for on-the-job training c and 
classroom a were available in two other nearby buildings in downtown Washington 
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Attendance at FBI National Academy graduations grew until it

either direction • 

It ras required that within 60 day© of the return of a graduate 
of the 5*81 Haticnal Academy to hi© department the SAC of the local FBI 
office tfould visit him to ascertain the graduate's welfare and progress 
as a law en force meant executive or instructor and to offer any assistance 
needed. One capable officer Has found operating a school for his department 
but without cooperation from higher-ups. The Assistant Director later had 
business on other matters in the saae city and visited the police agency 
tihere he net the chief of detectives p the immediate supervisor of the 
graduate, and persuaded him to sit do™ in a chair Kith the students 
seated around him and recite his experiences— particularly his successes— 
for the benefit of the students. He was asked to warn them about mistakes 
they icight make in t>iat by doing so he might contribute to the saving of 

iivfc'a.c . He agreed? he just didn't want to stand up before a r&aae and 
jwftfts'-i speech • Reports later received indicated the chief of detectives 
isot- ^o enthusiastic in relating his experiences that he invariably stood 
up; made natural gestures, brought in exhibits which had "boon a part of 
the evidence, and then issued orders that all his man attend the school 
and pass examinations before being considered for promotion. 

In ail other instance it was found the graduate vas not allotted 
to pass on the benefits of his training to others in his department. Instead, 
he was placed on the midnight- to- dawn shift as a patzol&sui in an undesirable 
part of torn. When the SAC learned the graduate had been seat to the 
FBI National Academy just to get rid of him for 12 weeks, he planned hi?, 
strategy. He accepted an invitation to address members of the combined 
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civic clubs, including wives of mosibsrs, city officials, the PTA t and 
ethers, on the subject, "Law Enforcement Problems," at the high school 
auditorium. The mayor and other city officials including the chief of 
police were invited to be seated on the stage. Several problems in law 
enforcement work were discussed 5 then the SAC complimented the niayor and 
his board for their progressive action in selecting a man with the fore- 
sight and <iualifications of the chief of police to head his department, 
praised the chief for hie progressive attitude in sending such a capable 
young officer to the FBI National Academy that he might return and pass 
on the benefits of his training to other members of his department, and 
thanked the taxpayers for furnishing the funds to pay the expenses of 
the graduate while attending the academy . VJhen he then requested the 
entire audience to stand as a token of appreciation for this notable 
achievement ? they applauded in a way that could be called an o% c ation. 

After the speech, the mayor asked the chief of police to call 
the graduate in; he uas sent for in a patrol caro When the mayor and 
chief asked *hen he could start his classes t he replied, 14 1 am ready; 
I can begin Monday raoming." The school was held and continued; tha 
^ayo** and board were re-elected * the chief was reappointed t and the 
graduate — after a fen years— was made assistant chief of police in 
charge of personnel and training* 

Quite naturally, graduates, in planning their departmental 
training programs, b*gan calling on the FBI for assistance in teaching, 
planning, *nd operating the schools,, This had been anticipated arid select 
special agents from each R3I field office were brought to Washington, 
trained as instructors, provided assignments in practice teaching, and 
most of them qualified to do a splendid job. Usually in each field 
office one of the^e trained instructors was designated to coordinate the pol 
training activities In the area covered by that office, 

Thera . w»r« seme regulations and restrictions for £31 participation 
in local schools, one being no charges for the training. It had bceen 
found that some individuals were inaking a racket of the lectures they 
gave for an exorbitant fee 5 some former convicts wen* promoting the theme 



that it Ukvft a thief to catch a thief and charging for a recitation of 
cxp^risnce* as a criminal ^nd a convict, ;*nd soae oouaftes tf*rs being offered 
by sincere but impractical people *ho charged for' their cervices* The 
results were negative and disgusted the officers attending to vhere there- 
after thoy opposed all training. So the FBI tsould assist only when the 
training was free and under the control of a law enforcement agency or 
association. To avoid the racketeering aspects which developed earlier, 
.Mr, Hoover for a 'tiro* sought to fill all the needs for police training and, 
upon invitation, would permit the FBI to organise the program for a 
department or group of law enforcement agencies, help recruit the teaching 
staff which would receive no compensation for the training service s t and 
furnish instruction in the various subjects desired by the head of the 
police ag&ncy where the school was held. By 195k these extension courses, 
a part of the FBI H&tional Academy extension program, numbered well over 
three thousand per year and the total enrollment was well over 100 thousand* 
Students received certificates of completion, while graduates of the FBI 
Nation*! Academy received diplomas delivered personally by Mr, Hoover and 
signed by him and by the Attorney General* 

The FBI Academy and the FBI National Academy are now located 
principally on the U,S, Marine Corps Reservation t a few miles south of the 
town of Quanticc, Virginia. A rauitimillion dollar complex provided by 
Congress, it is situated in a beautiful rustic setting and consists of an 
administration building, two large dormitories, a recreation center, a 
building which houses the kitchen and dining hall, a library, an auditorium, 
a classroom building with the finest teaching equipment, a gymnasium a 
grill for after hours, a post exchange, an indoor firearms range , and a 
ttell-equipped and -maintained series of outdoor firearms ranges. Daring 
construction as many trees as possible x-sere preserved* 

The above-mentioned Assistant Director retired in early 195^ 
but Has:" Invited back for a review course of the FBIHA for l week several 
months ago. In 1975 he was invited to give a few remarks a t the 
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graduation of the hundx^dth National Academy class at which £^9 officers 
graduated* On that occasion the Assistant Dir^-tor GXps^fised appreciation 
for the kind invitation of Director Clarence H*. Kelley for this occasion 
and voiced his special commendation of i*3r* KeX-ley for "his c;rpsrience p 
knowledge, high ethical standards v integrity, and for the remarkably fine 
job he was doing as head of the most outstanding agency of its kind in all 
the world* He disclosed that Director Kelley had served &s a teacher In the 
FBI Academy and the F3XNA several years previously,

Hugh Clegg and the FBI 

Planned to Stay Only 30 Months as Agent But Job Became 
So Important He Remained for 28 Years 



The day that Hugh H- Clegg (1926* 
64), of Anguilla, Mississippi, gradu- 
ated from the George Washington 
University School of Law at Wash- 
ington, D. C- in 1926 he applied for 
a job as a Special Agent of the FBI* 

His plans then were to serve about 
two and a half years and then resign 
and return to Mississippi to practice 
law. 

But the job became so absorbing 
that after 30 months, he says, "I took 
mental and moral inventory of myself 
and decided there was no law being 
practiced that was as interesting and 
important as the FBI." 

So Hugh remained on the job for 
28 years during which he advanced 
in rank from Special Agent, to Spec- 
ial Agent in Chh:^ to Inspector and 
finally Assistant Director. 

Right now he's working on a book 
about the FBI in which he'll recount 
the highlights of the years in which 
the Bureau became the most renowned 
law enforcement agency in the world. 

Clegg joined the FBI just two 
years after J, Edgar Hoover became 
Director of the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion at a time when it was held in 
low repute, and Hugh can't say 
enough about the tremendous job 
which Hoover performed* 

"I think J. Edgar Hoover should 
have been President of the United 
States," Hugh said recently. "He was 
a genius in many respects. He mar- 
ried the FBI and was faithful and 
loyal to it. He took it from a position 
somewhat in the red to a position as 
the outstanding agency of its type 
in the world/* 

Back in 192G, Clegg recalls, the 
FBI was merely a ^fact-finding and 
reporting" agency whose Agents were 
not armed and could not make ar- 
rests. It wasn't until 1932 that Con- 
gress gave the FBI some enforcement 
powers over crimes such as interstate

Might and kidnaping. It was such a 
radical change, Hugh said, that it 
involved new training, including fire- 
arms training and reorientation. 

Hugh was Special Agent in Charge 
of the Chicago Field Office during the 
early 1930s when gangsters such as 
Capone and Diliinger were brought to 
bay. He says the investigations of 
these and other criminals was a team 
effort, involving not only field Agents 
but hundreds of people behind the 
scenes as well as local police. 

He never had a high opinion of 
any of the gangsters, Capone — he 
pronounces the name in three sylla- 
bles — Ca/po/ne — Dillinger, Bonnie 
and Clyde, Baby Face Nelson, and 
others, were* he says, "the low scum 
of the earth." 

Clegg experienced a rapid rise in 
the FBI and was appointed Assistant 
Director in 1932. He presided over a 
number of different divisions, often 
acting as Hoover's personal represen- 
tative. 

One special assignment Hoover 
gave Clegg was to put together a

Clegg's home at Anguilla — it is 
the longtime residence of his wife's 
family — with its high-ceiling rooms 
filled with antique furniture, oriental 
carpets and a grand piano, plus his 
gentle personality, are in sharp con- 
trast to the role that normally befits a 
man who dealt with the harsh realities 



that one encounters in Hie tew en- 
forcement areas. But is one veteran 
FBI SAC recently remarked, "Hugh 
Clegg was a tough mokie* 

Clegg was born in K*thistoh, Mis- 
sissippi, the eldest o>f Ave children. 
He delivered the v&Jedictory frd^ess 
when he graduated from Bennett 
Academy, and graduated with an A. 
B. degree from Millsaps College, and 
with an LL.B. from George Washing- 
ton University. Millsaps later 
awarded him an honorary LL.D. . 

As Assistant Director of the FBI, 
Clegg was in -charge in late 1940 and 
early 1941 of a mission to England to 
study under wartime conditions such 
matters as intelligence operations, 
communications, law enforcement 
civil defense and security. When he 
returned he supervised the training 
of thousands of Special Agents, police 
and police executives in wartime du- 
ties prior to America's entering 
World War II. 

Following his retirement from the 
FBI, Hugh became Assistant' to the 
President of the University of Missis- 
sippi and did such an outstanding job 
that the Alumni Association elected 
him as an Honorary Alumnus for 
Life. 

He is married to the former Ruby 
Kathryn Fields of Anguilla, who is 
an Ole Miss alumna.
